It is a per- 
manent memorial of the liberality and enterprise or the people of Wayne County. The structure is of classic design of the Roman Scnool In treatment and detail. 
Its ground and first story are of light granite, while the upper stories and tower are constructed of Ohio sand stone which presents a very pleasing And substantial 
appearance, its total cost represents an outlay of $1,531,128 





MICHIGAN CENTRAL RAILROAD 

Located at the foot of Third Street, whence the numerous trains of this 
well-known road come and go In bewildering succession.
